We are in the habit of seeing on the 
mimic stage the bloodiest dramas fol- 
lowed by most abstird comedy, but the 


actors sare usually changed and those 
who are killed off in the first perform- 
aoce seldom re-appear as clowns in the 
afierpiece. Your genuine Richards and 
Macbeths are wont to enact their proper 


character to. the-last and’ then: die as be- 


esomes- them. Except om great occasions 
they are exceedingly averse to being 
resurrected for the purpose of assuming 
the role of the low commedian. Only 
second rate performers ever consent to 
each a surrender of the unities—‘stars”’ 
always insist on keeping up appear- 

The tragedy of treason, however, has 


been no mock performanoe. It opened. 
"bis true, with much pretension on the: 


part of those wlio.framed the piece, but 
it must be confessed they have sustained 
the characters they undertook to repre- 
sent with a fearful fidelity to villany 
seldom or never before witnessed. If 
they have signally failed in some parti- 
culara, in. others they as far exceeded or- 
dinary belief of what was possible in the 
perfection of human depravity.
